Under date of October 14th, 1929, we addressed a 
letter to you discussing the Torraiice water situation. 
Since that date we have made! a further study looking 
toward remedying 'the objectionable conditions at Tor­ 
rance and have also undertaken an investigation of 
the practicability of the City of Torrance building an 
entirely new system with the thought that, this study 
would be of assistance to your water,committee in the 
preparation of its report. This report we understand 
was to follow the outline suggested for investigation 
by the Chamber of Commerce resolution -of July 15th. 
We understand, however, that the Committee has al­ 
ready presented a. preliminary report to you, which 
report does not deal, except in a casual way, with the 
question of the physical condition and w.orth of the 
present properties of the Torrance Water, Light and 
Power Company. The third recommendation of the 
Chamber of Commerce was that "a thorough analysis 
of the physical condition, worth and seller's coat of the 
present properties of the ToiTance Water, Light and 
Power Company, if it IB considered advisable to acquire 
this systpm as a part of the projected municipal devel- 
opmemV' be made. We believe that this point should 
be investigated to determine the advisability of acqui­ 
sition of this system as against the proposal to build 
an entirely new distribution system and we do not 
believe that any definite recommendation can be made 
oHher.way until this point has-been investigated.

We have had made by the LoVeland Engineers, Inc. 
' a study of the probable cost to the City of installing 
an entirely' new distribution system, source of supply 
arid storage facilities, also of the cost of oiiuratloh of 
Such a system by the City. This- was undertaken with-, 
out knowledge of the fact that your Committee was 
making a similar investigation and the report, which, 
has just been' completed and a copy of which is en­ 
closed, discloses certain differences in conclusion 
reached both as to operation and cost. Briefly, the 
report submitted by the LovelRnd Engineers, Inc., 
states that the minimum total cost of such a .plant to 
the City will be approximately $500,000.00, requiring 
a bond issue of this amount. The analysis of Expenses 
and Revenues to be derived; on the basis of the present . 
rates charged by the Torfance Water, Light and Power 
Company shows an insufficient' balance available to 
provide fer interest payments on a bond issue of tills 
amount and for amortization of the bonds. It is there­ 
fore evident that it would be impossible for the city 
to build a new system without increasing the present 
rates, unless the burden of excess charges is permitted 
to fall upoir the property owners through increased 
faxes instead of upon the water consumers where it 
properly belongs.

Another important factor to rionsider Is the serious 
inconvenience and loss of business which would be ex­ 
perienced by your local business people, as well an the 
inconvenience to the citizens occasioned by torn up 
paving throughout the city for months during the per­ 
iod of construction of a now system.

We would like to point out that there is consider­ 
able conflict of expert 'opinion in all of the studies 
made of the possibility of securing an adequate supply 
of .good water for the present and future needs of 
Torrance in Torrance or the immediate vicinity. There­ 
fore, the attempted development of such a supply in­ 
volves a considerable financial risk either to the City 
or the Torrance Water, Light and Power Company.

There lias been some discussion at various times 
as to the conditions of the mains of the Torrance . 
Water, Light and Power Company, and during the 
past week we have had a piece oi pipe taken from a 
section of our lines in order to examine its condition. 
This section was removed under the observation of the 
Loveland Engineers, Inc., and a chemist Iroin Smith- 
Emery Company. A bacteriological analysis of tho in- 
terid'r of this section was subsequently made In tlin 
Snilth-EnuTy laboratory and their report dlsdosca u 
very satisfactory condition, A copy of I tils report Is 
enclosed jierewltli. This particular section 6f pipe haw 
been in service for seventeen years, while the major 
portion of the distribution system haa been construct­ 
ed since that date. In fact this particular section is ' 

^ono of thu oldest, in use in Torrance.

In order lo further aid your Committee! we would 
ho glad to liuvd the City 1'jUglmwr select locations 
where u number of eutd cun be made into our mains 
and sections removed for1 inspection by tliu Cily. The 
one already removed in available for Inspection.

Complete maim of our distribution nyslem showing 
sines and types of lines are available at our office. We 
would be very glad lo have your Committee submit it 
map of this system to any competent water works 
e iglneer for opinion iw to its adequacy, both as to iiiise 
and ability to provide proper circulation. We have al­ 
ready hud two engineering reports concerning Ihl.s 
phase both of which were to the effect thai t.he sys­ 
tem wan emirely adequate In all respects. .
